In the Claims 

1. (Currently Amended) A method for collecting, organizing, storing, sharing and 

distributing medical information over a network comprising the steps of: 

establishing and presenting to a patient representative a visit-type questionnaire. 

the patient representative being any of a medical patient, the medical patient's guardian, 

and the medical patient's personal representative; 

the patient representative selecting a visit type in response to the visit-type 

questionnaire, said visit type comprising at least one of a medical facility and physician, a 

physician only, and a personal use only selection; 

assembling a structured basic medical history information summary via: 

establishing a plurality of medioal e ncount e r sp e oifio questionnaire sub- 
sets and an initial series of questions ; 

presenting to [[a]] the patient representative or a m e dioal prof e ssional an 

the initial series of questions and collecting responses thereto , th e pati e nt r e pr e s e ntativ e 

b e ing any of a m e dioal pati e nt, th e m e dioal pati e nt's guardian, and th e m e dical pati e nt's 

successively s e l e oting and presenting to the patient representative er 
m e dioal prof e s s ional one or more of the m e dioal e ncount e r sp e oifio questionnaire sub- 
sets and collecting responses thereto, wherein a subsequently presented questionnaire 
subset is selected and presented to the patient representative based on one or more 
responses to a previously presented questionnaire subset bas e d on r e spons e s to th e initial 
s e ri e s of qu e stions ; 
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storing the basic medical pati e nt's m e dioal history information summary in a 
computer database coupled to said networ k, said m e dioal information b e ing provid e d as a 
s e ri e s of r e spons e s to th e on e or mor e medioal e noount e r sp e oifio qu e stionnair e sub s e ts, 
and inoluding p e rsonal information, basio m e dioal information and m e dioal e ncount e r 
sp e cific medioal information ; 

generating two id e ntiool oopi e s at least one medical professional/facility copy of 
the patient's basic medical history information summary in the database, a pati e nt copy 
and a m e dioal prof e ssional/faoility oopy , said medical professional/facility copy being 
created when said basic medical history information summary is first accessed by at least 
one of medical facility personnel and a physician selected by the patient representative. 
m e dioal prof e ssional, said pati e nt oopy b e ing a mast e r oopy, wh e rein said medical 
professional/facility copy being oopi es or e generated using a device having a processor 
and in communication with the network; 

g e n e rating on e or mor e pati e nt owned organiz e d m e dioal history r e oords from th e 
pati e nt copy of th e m e dioal information ; and 

generating one or more medical records from the at least one medical 
professional/facility copy of th e m e dioal information , the one or more medical records 
being owned and solely accessible by at least one of the m e dioal prof e ssional physician 
and die medical facility personnel; 

wherein the patient representative has view access, but no edit access to said 
medical professional/facility copy of th e m e dioal information that is used to generate the 
one or more medical records; 
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wherein neither of the m e diool prof e ssional physician and the medical facility 
personnel has access to the patient's basic medical history information summary mast e r 
copy of tho medical information unless so authorized by the patient representative; 

pr e s e nting any e dits, d e l e tions, additions or modifications mad e by the m e dical 
professional or medical faoility personnel to medical information that io included in tho 
m e dical prof e ssional/faoility copy and whioh p e rtains to information initially inoluded in 
tho master patient copy bade to tho patient representative or authorized medical 
prof e ssional tho noxt tim e tho master patient oopy is access e d, wher e upon th e said e dits, 
d e l e tions, additions or modifioations may be globally incorporated, globally rojoot e d, or 
it e m by it e m incorporat e d or r e j e ot e d into said mast e r patient oopy; 

wh e r e in any additional information provided by tho m e dical professional or 
modioal faoility that is boyond what was initially submitted by tho patient representative 
is not acc e s s ible by th e pationt r e pres e ntativ e ; 

wherein the patient representative uses the pationt master oopy basic medical 
history info rmation summary to create an updated version of the medical information 
contained in the basic medical history information summary pati e nt mast e r copy , and 
submits the updated medical information to at least one of a different physician m e dical 
prof e ssional and [[a]] different medical facility personnel than th e m e dical information 

wherein the patient representative may print a paper copy of the basic medical 
history information summary pati e nt own e d, organiz e d, personal modioal history record 
to submit to at least one of a physician m e dical prof e ssional and medical facility 
personnel that does not have access rights to the network. 
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2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein each of the m e dical 
e ncount e r sp e eifio questionnaire sub-sets includes one or more mandatory questions that 
must be answered before advancing to subsequent questions, subsequent questionnaire 
sub-sets, and optional questions. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, comprising the further step of: 
establishing a designee for accessing the patient's basic medical history 

information summary on e or mor e pati e nt owned information rooords , the designee being 
at least one of the patient representative, [[the]] a physician m e dical prof e ssional and 
medical facility personnel; and 

the designee securely accessing and modifying the patient's basic medical history 
information summary one — of — mere — pati e nt own e d — information — r e cords via a 
communication device associated with the network .

5. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
id e ntifying th e selecting at least one of a m e dioal prof e ssional or the physician 

and medical facility personnel for whom the at least one medical professional/facility 
copy on e or mor e m e dical r e cords will be generated, said id e ntifying selecting step 
comprising providing a unique code corresponding to the at least one of said m e dioal 
prof e ssional physician and medical facility personnel in response to at least one question 
of the visit-type questionnaire initial s e ri e s of qu e stions . 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 5, wherein a first portion of the 
unique code identifies a partioula rt he physician m e dical prof e ssional . 
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7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6, wherein a second portion of said 
unique code identifies a specific office location of the particular physician m e dioal 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 7, further comprising disseminating 
the basic medical history information summary according to information provided in the 
unique code. 

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the medical facility 
personnel prof e ssional includes at least one of a physioion, an administrator, a nurse, a 
pharmacist, a medical staff-person, and a healthcare worker.

at least one server computer comprising a processor; and, 

at least one client computer coupled to the at least one server computer through a 
network;

stationed at the at least one client computer, the patient representative being one of a 
medical patient, the medical patient's guardian, and the medical patient's personal 
representative, the information being provided as a series of responses to an initial series 
of questions and to one or more m e dioal e ncount e r s p e cific successively presented 
questionnaire sub-sets, wherein a subsequently presented questionnaire subset is selected 
and presented based on one or more responses to a previously presented questionnaire 
subset th e m e dioal information including p e rsonal, basic m e dioal, and m e dioal sp e cialty ■ 
sp e cific m e dical information ; 

b) store the medical information summary in a computer database coupled 
to said network;

f) pr e s e nt any e dits, d e l e tions^ additions or modifications mad e by the 
m e dioal prof e s s ional or m e dioal faoility personn e l to m e dioal information that is includ e d 
in th e m e dical prof e ssional/faoility oopy and whioh p e rtains to information initially 

m e dioal prof e ssional th e n e xt tim e the mast e r pati e nt copy is acc e ss e d, wh e r e upon th e 
said e dits, d e l e tions, additions or modifications may b e globally incorporat e d, globally 
r e j e ot e d, or it e m by it e m incorporat e d or r e j e ot e d into.said mast e r pati e nt oopy. 

23. (Currently Amended) The computer system of claim 22, wherein said at least 
one program is further configured to enable the server computer to: 

receive and process modifications to the stored medical information summary 
from any communication device associated with the network. 

24. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having embodied therein 
a computer program for processing by a machine, the computer program comprising: 

a first code segment for storing assembling a structured m edical information 
summary of at least one medical patient in a computer database, said medical information 
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summary being based on information provided as a series of responses to an initial series 



questionnaire sub-sets[[,]] such that a subsequently presented questionnaire subset is 
selected and presented based on one or more responses to a previously presented 
questionnaire subset, th e information including personal, basic m e dical, and m e dical 



a second code segment for storing the medical information summary: 
a third s e oond code segment for generating two id e ntieal oopi e s of th e at least one 
medical professional/facility copy of the medical patient's medical information summary 
in the database, a pati e nt oopy and a m e dioal prof e ssional/facility copy, said 
professional/facility copy being created when said medical information summary is first 
accessed by at least one of medical facility personnel and a physician m e dioal 
prof e ssional, said pati e nt copy b e ing a mast e r oopy ; 

a fourth thk=d code segment for generating one or more medical records from the 
medical professional/facility copy of th e m e dioal information , said one or more medical 
records being owned and solely accessible by at least one of [[a]] physician m e dioal 
prof e ssional and the medical facility personnel; 

a fourth cod e s e gm e nt for g e n e rating on e or mor e pati e nt own e d information 
r e cords from th e pati e nt oopy of th e m e dioal information; and 

a fifth code segment for receiving a designation granting access to the stored 
medical information summary to a patient representative , a physician, and medical 
facility personnel and a m e dioal prof e ssional , the patient representative being one of [[a]]

own e d r e cord specialty specific medical information summary .
